EAST GETTING INTO LINE. 



Bitter Antagonism Against Democratic 
Candidate No Longer Ex sts — Watch* 
es and the Tariff — The Attack on 
Foraker — its Probable Effect on Ohio 
Politics — Indiana Safely Democratic. 



By WILLIS J. ABBOT. 

So far as the Democratic campaign 
is concerned, no one about national 
headquarters is worried. It is really 
amazing how strong is the feeling 
among Republicans that Mr. Bryan is 
Bure to be elected. One of the princi- 
pal managers of the McKinley cam- 
paign in 1SMX* called on me the other 
day and told me thut there was no 
enthusiasm at all for Taft. I cannot 
mention his name, because he said 
thut he personally would not this time 
vote for Taft for the reason that he 
did not believe that Mr. Taft was fair- 
ly nominated by the Republican party. 
I remember very well when this in- 
formant of mine was working like a 
slave In the speakers* bureau of the 
Republican national committee. This 
year he is staying away from that com- 
mittee and is quietly saying that in 
the parts of the United States with 
which he is acquainted the Republic- 
ans are going to vote for Bryan and 
Kern. 

It so huppens that 1 know much 
about this man's Interest in Republic- 
mi politics. Today he says that the 
states In which he is Interested— Mou 
tauu, Idaho, Washington and those 
along the Pacific coast— are likely to 
be absolutely Democratic wlieu the 
campaign closes. I only quote him 
because It has not been my g *od for- 
tune to be in that part of the country 
of late months. But he as a Re 
publican ought to know something 
about it and as a Republican say> 
that the. Pacific coast is almost solid 
for Mr. Bryan. 

And as to the East. 

At the moment l am writing Mr. 
Bryan is speaking, in New York and 
in ad jaceut states. What the effect of hi 
speeches there may be can only be de 
teruiined after the election is held. 1 
believe ami those who are associate* 
with me believe that he is going n 
swing New York, New Jersey, Con 
uecticut and Rlioue Island. We have 
come to the conclusion that there is no 
longer a biller aetag^ulam- against 
Bryan. We believe that the i>eople of 
the east have come to recognize in 
him u champion of the people's cause. 
We hold that as he has preached the 
moral and ethical cud of politics he 
has grown and developed as a leader 
of the American people. Sometimes 1 
think thut Mr. Bryan is less of a poli 
ticiun than he is a moral teacher: 
Wueu he devotes mouths of his time 
to lectures before Chautauqua usso 
elutions, when he speaks Sunday after 
Sunday before a Presbyterian or a 
Methodist church, he is doing the kind 
of work that the ordinary politician 
never undertakes. The politician goes 
out to make his speeches on free trade 
pr the relations of the different de- 
partments of the federal government 
to each other. Mr. Bryan talks about 
the Prince of Peace, he talks about 
the ethical uml the moral phases of 
politics, and he talks to a Methodist 
assemblage with exactly the same ear- 
nestness that he shows when he speaks 
to uu ordinary political gathering. 1: 
It not probable that with all this work 
he has been doing Mr. Bryan will have 
built up a new political following? Is 
It not likely that, whatever muy be the 
activities of the Republican national 
committee, the men and the women 
who have llsteued to Mr. Bryan speak- 
ing on matters of this character will 
earnestly and enthusiastically support 
his candidacy? I get much of this 
talk concerning what he has been do- 
ing. not In politics, but in the higher 
type of religious ami ethical work hi 
this country, and I urn very much in- 
clined to believe that what he has 
done Is likely to carry him through to 
complete success and to make him the 
next president of the United States. 

Watch and Prey. 

Over here in the United States wo 
have a watch trust that preys upou 
tho people. Congressman Henry T. 
Rainey of Illinois carries a watch 
which very curiously illustrates the 
predatory methods of the watch trust. 
It was offered by Charles A. Keene, a 
New York watch dealer, independent 
of the trust, to President Roosevelt, 
refused by the president and accepted 
by Mr. Rainey. 

Engraved on the front case is the 
story of Its offering to the president 
nnd bis refusal of it. This is how it 
reads:

This seems fairly indicative of what 
the watch trust Is doing in the United 
States and abroad. But It might be 
worth while to quote something that 
Mr. Rainey urged in a futile endeavor 
to get an Investigation or a prosecution 
of this trust. He presented all the In- 
formation which I am now making 
public to the department of justice at 
Washington, pleading that the trust be 
prosecuted under the auti-trust law. The 
department of justice ignored his ap- 
peal. Of course watches are more or 
less the luxurious proi>erty of the more 
comfortable classes. But at the same 
time the situation exists with Bowing 
machines, with agricultural machinery, 
with many kinds of tools which the 



ordinary American, whether mechanic 
or farmer, is. compelled use in this 
country. They are sold abroad for 
less than they can l>e bought for with- 
in this country, and for that very rea- 
son there should be a determined ef- 
fort on the part of the people to compel 
a reduction of the tariff on articles thus 
purveyed to foreign customers at less 
than the domestic price. 

I have reason to believe that even 
the Standard Oil company is sclliug Its 
product in Great Britain at less than 
it will sell it here in our own couutry, 
where it pumps the crude petroleum 
out of the bowels of the earth. Every- 
body knows that the United States 
Steel company sells steel In foreign 
lands for less than It will sell it to our 
American shipyards. And the one thing 
thut enables these corporations to iu- 
vade foreign markets for the profit of 
their own stockholders Is the tariff. 
There is no profit apparent for the 
I American people, who have to pay the 
j tariff tax. 

Taft’s Fight on Foraker. 

The attack made by Mr. Ilearst on 
Senator Foraker was vicious and yet 
at this moment of writing seems to 
have been supported by necessary evi- 
dence. Personally I know nothing 
I about the facts iu the case, and I am 
ns little fond of Foraker as of Hcarst. 
But I am inclined to wonder whether 
Hie controversy arose from Mr. 
Ilearst’s own itersonally conducted po- 
litical party or whether It was not In- 
cited by Mr. Tuft himself or by bis 
brother, Charles P. Taft The latter 
statesman is desirous of being the 
iiext senator from Ohio. Naturally he 
sees that Mr Foraker stands iu his 
way. Therefore he is willing to fight 
Foraker and to carry out what was 
said was the purpose of the Taft or- 
ganization a year ago— namely, to elim- 
inate Foraker from politics. 

It so happens that I know Mr. 
ilearst moderately well, and 1 am en- 
tirely confident that he would uot hes- 
itate for a moment to lend bis aid to 
Charles P. Taft if by so doing be 
could hurt either Mr. Foraker or the 
Democratic national ticket, 

The Ohio Outlook. 

The effect of this attack will be to 
absolutely destroy the Republican par- 
ty in Ohio this year. It will destroy It 
not because the people of that state 
believe that the charges made against 
Senator Foraker are thoroughly well 
founded, but because the Foraker fac- 
tion in tho state will believe, as It does 
believe today, that these charges were 
made by a mercenary of polities at the 
incentive of Taft’s own brother. Per- 
sonally I do not believe that Senator 
Foraker represents all that la sweet- 
ness nnd light lu politics, but he has 
„got back y r billion, tremendous and a 
devoted fol’ >w!ng In the state of Ohio. 
This following will refuse to believe 
that he is in this particular Incident 
guilty of any unlawful act. They will 
believe that certain letters have been 
purloined by au agent of the Taft 
family from the files of the Standard 
Oil company and have been used for 
Foraker’s undoing. 

The publication of these letters may 
undo Foraker. Probably It will. But 
it is mighty likely to undo Taft as 
well, for there is no man lu public life 
who has a more devoted personal fol- 
lowing in his own state than Joseph 
B. Foraker. If it be made clear, as it 
certainly will lie, that these letters 
were turned over to Ilearst by some 
one closely associated with the Taft 
campaign, you will find that the men 
who have marched with Foraker for 
years back will march Into their tents 
and permit Mr. Taft to fight his battle 
himself. This la-onl.v one of the many 
bitter quarrels among Republicans. 
There are others In Indiana, iu Kansas, 
in Wisconsin and in Minnesota. 

But, after all, the real issue is likely 
to settle down upon this: If Mr. Roose- 
velt Is to r'deet his successor as pres- 
ident and If Mr. Taft is to select his 
brother as senator from Ohio and if 
Mr. Charles I*. Taft Is to be the dom- 
inant factor iu selecting the congres- 
sional delegation from Ohio, how far 
are we from imperialism and a hered- 
itary monarchy? 

What Happened In Indiana. 

Everybody believes that Indiana is 
going to be this year a straight Dem- 
ocratic state. Of course belief does 
not mean proof. But we have some 
proof that may possibly justify our be- 
lief. For example, only the other day 
it became necessary for the voters of 
Indiana to elect a number of members 
of the state legislature to fill vacancies 
which had beeu caused by death or by 
inability of the regularly elected mem- 
bers to serve. There were five of these 
districts that were in the past solidly 
Republican. Four of them this year 
returned Democratic candidates. One, 
which had a record of 2,000 Republic- 
an majority, this year dropped to 208. 

So much for Indiana. But on the 
very day that this happened a promi- 
nent Republican politician whom T 
have known for years and who has 
been one of the principal managers of 
the Beveridge candidacy encountered 
me in Chicago. He informed me that 
the state of Indiana this year was a’- 
most as safely Democratic as the state 
of Texas. And he further declared 
that in his travels throughout the 
United Stages he was convinced that 
the whole nation was this time going 
for Bryan and Kern. 

And Whatever may have been his 
purpose or his prejudice I find this to 
be true— that throughout the United 
i States the great newspapers, the met- 
ropolitan newspapers of the land, arc 
giving to the Bryan candidacy atten- 
tion wWch they never gave It before. I 
am writing this from Chicago, and to- 
day, while there Is uot an avowed Dem- 
ocratic paper hr Chicago, there Is not 
one single unfair paper printed. The 
; newspapers of the United States which 
lu 1890 were bitterly against us are 
this year looking toward, us at least 
I with favoring eyes.

Speaking of drouths, it may 
generally known that Congiess 
has dignified the question of rain 
making by authorizing costly 
experiments aud considering an 
extensive report 011 the subject. 
Different methods of producing 
ram have been proposed at different 
times, the main features being by 
extensive fires or by causing a severe 
concussion of the upper air. 

P.-of. James P. Kpsey was the 
origi nator and for many years 
ardent advocate of the fire theory. 
He was born in Pennsylvania but 
spent most of his adult life in the 
West; and died in Cincinnati in 
1X64 He maintained that extensive 
rains cou'd be producodby exten- 
sive forest fires in the far West, 
and he demonstrated it theoretical- 
ly to the satisfaction of scientists.

Court of Appeals Affirms Judgment 

Against Adams Express Company. 

Frankfort, Ky., Sept. 30. — Chief 
Justice O’Rear, of the court of appeals, 
sounded the keynote of the feeling of 
that tribunal with regard to corpora- 
tions in an opinion affirming judg- 
ment in a case of the commonwealth 
against the Adams Express company, 
which had been indicted and fined for 
carrying whisky from one local option 
county into another. The liquor was 
shipped from Mercer c unty to Spring- 
field, in Washington county, all of 
which territory is wholly within the 
stat? of Kentucky. There was noth- 
ing to indicate the contents of the 
package, and the consignee was a 
painter. 

The evidence indicates that the ob- 
ject of shipping the goods in that 
way was to deceive, said the court. 

“Common carriers ought to obey the 
law like other persons,” wrote Judge 
O’Rear, “not merely in keeping the 
statute while breaking its spirit, but 
both in letter and spirit, as others are 
expected to do. Agents employed by 
corporations ought to inquire and act 
on knowledge, probabilities, informa- 
tion, experiences, judgment, inferred 
facts for - 1 established facts, as men 
generally do in similar matters when 
thinking and acting for themselves. 
In this way a corporation is human- 
ized aud is made to see, hear, know, 
exercise care, skill, judgment, pru- 
dence and is made amenable to the 
laws when the intent, motive, knowl- 
edge, etc., are elements of wrong."
